WASHINGTON,—After 
hearing 


Tex Rickard, fight promoter, tell 
them he "got bunked" when he went 
into 
the "deal" with Jap .Muma, 


Will A. Orr, and the mysterious 
"Ike Martin" to show the Carpen- 
tier-Dempsey fight pictures and es- 
cape prosecution, the Daugherty in- 
vestigating committee today turned 
to verifying the testimony of G. 0. 
Holdridge, a department of justice 
agent. 
"They never did anything at all 


for their money," Rickard told the 
committee, addinjf Muma had told 
him he could get'a law passed leg- 
alizing the showing of the pictures, 
but failed to do so. 
Holdridge in previous testimony 


to the committee quoted Muma as 
having said Atty. Gen. Daugherty 
had told him (Muma) that if the 
"deal" went over he (Muma) ought 
to get a big cut out of it, at least 
50 percent. Holdridge presented his 
statement to the committee with an 
attest by Thomas Spellacy, a former 
department of justice agent as "ab- 
solutely true." When the commit- 
tee got Spellacy on the stand to- 
day, 
he confirmed some of Hold- 


ridge's testimony. 


Rickard told of knowing Jap Mu- 


ma, New York representative 
of 


Edward B. McLean, Washington 
publisher, and Fred C. Quimby, film 
producer who have been connected 
by 
testimony 
with 
the 
picture 


"deal". 


• Rickard said he could not remem- 


ber ever meeting Jess Smith, dead 
friend of Atty. Gen. Daugherty, but 
had kno\yn Muma for ten years. 


Sen. Wheeler, the committee pro- 


secutor, was back on the job today 
and examined Rickard. 


He arranged with F. C. Quimhy 


of New York to film the bout, Rick- 
ard said, and knew it was a viola- 
tion of law to transport 
the 
pic- 


tures into states, but intended to 
show them' in New Jersey. 


Corroborates Former Stories 


Muma opened negotiations with 


him, Rickard said, about June 15, 
1921, for showing the films outside 
New Jersey. 
Many details of the 


previous acounts of the "deal" were 
corroborated by Rickard, including 
exhibition of the pictures at Mc- 
Lean's home here. 
He also 
said 


there was a man named "Martin" 
interested in the transaction. 


Rickard told of the contract by 


which 
Muma 
aiui 
Martin, 
who 


signed were to get 50 percent of the 
proceeds. 
W. A. Orr's 20 percent, 


Rickard said, was to come from the 
interests of Muma and Martin. 


A film contract dated June 30, 


1921, was on the stationery of the 
Cincinnati Enquirer. 


A second contract, produced by 


Rickard, provided for a 20 percent 
share to Orr and 15 percent each 
to Muma and Martin. 


Rickard denied that at the start 


of the exhibitions, the plan contem- 
plated initial showing of the films 
before ex-soldiers and then to have 
small fines imposed on "goats", to 
permit further exhibition. 


Thought He'd Get Law Passed 
"Muma told me he thought he 


could get a law passed to distribute 
the pictures" Rickard explained. 


"Get 
a 
law 
passed?" Senator 


Wheeler exclaimed. "You know he 
didn't arid yet you agreed by con- 
tract to give him 50 percent of the 
receipts from the picture?" 


"Yes." 
Rickard told of knowing Alfred 


R. Urion, local lawyer identified in 
the picture "deal", and also identi- 
fied as a friend of Mr. Daugherty. 


Illinois and New York were the 


only states where he was fined, 
Rickard said, adding that Quimby 
'attended to" sales for exhibition in 
other states. 


Says Fin*s Were "Expenses" 


Rickard submitted a statement of 


proceeds from the pictures, showing 
that fines were 
included as' "ex- 


penses" of promotion. Rickard said 
ne paid percentages of the profits 
to Muma, Orr. and Martin, while 
knowing the pictures were 
being 


shipped in violation of the law. 


Rickard produced a contract dat- 


ed June 30, between himself, Muma 
and "I. N. Martin" providing the 
latter were to receive 50 percent of 
the gross receipts if a law were 
passed to legalize interstate show- 
ing of the film. 
This 
contract, 


Rickard explained, was replaced, be- 
cause they "weren't delivering the 
goods."

Couldn't Stop Wheels 


The following statement was written by a Madison po- 


lice officer. He doesn't sign his name because he is afraid 
of losing his job if his identity becomes known. He dis- 
cusses Mayor Kittleson's observations on the Italian crime 
situation here. 


By MADISON POLICE OFFICER 


I' notice in the Madison papers that Mayor Kittleson is 


going to war on crime. This, to my notion, is a very good 
idea, but why did the mayor arrive at his decision on pri- 
mary election day? 
The Italian murders in this city are the same the coun- 


try over. History of such crimes dates from the home- 
land of the Italian where feuds are bred, an Italian never 
forgetting a wrong, once done. 
The cities of Chicago and New York, as well as .other 


large cities where there are factional Italian and Sicilian 
colonies, have their difficulties wften differences are set- 
tled with • sawed-off shotguns and knives. 
After such a 


settlement, no information is forthcoming from the for- 
eign element. 
Two expert Italian detectives in Chicago recently in- 


formed me that they are unable to get any satisfactory 
results in Italian murders. Often they can confine the 
crime to half a dozen men but invariably the evidence -to 
convict is lacking. 
Mayor Kittleson states that the crime situation in Mad- 


ison had been thought to be well in hand, but he did not 
discover that special efforts were needed until primary 
election day. Were not his communications to both papers 
merely vote getters? 
How could he expect to war on Italian murdcBS when 


he could not stop wheels of fortune running in the city 
during the circus here a few weeks ago? 


I would suggest that the mayor confine his activities to 


following the advice of the "smart set" by relieving street 
car companies of thousands of dollars in taxes and placing 
those taxes on the shoulders of the taxpayers of Madison.

Again

MERICAN bankers are paving the 
way to force the United States into 


the affairs of European nations and 
eventually into another war, Senator 
Hendrik Shipstead, of Minnesota, charg- 
ed in the Senate today. 


He predicted that a loan of $100,000,- 


000 made to France by J. Pierpont Mor- 
gan & Co., New York bankers, would be 
the entering wedge to the embroilment 
of this country in the Ruhr situation. 


"If the American flag follows the 


American dollar," Shipstead asserted, 
American troops will shortly be follow- 
ing Morgan's millions into the imperial- 
istic designs of the Poincare govern- 
ment." 


Declaring that the French nation owes 


the American government several bil- 
lions of dollars "which her leading states- 
men have said they do not intend to 
pay," Senator Shipstead declared it was 
"unthinkable" that 
the 
government 


would permit "international bankers" to 
adopt a policy that he predicted would 
terminate in "disaster to the republic." 


"When France went into the Euhr," 


he continued, "I had the suspicion that 
she had the secret backing of the finan- 
ciers of the United States." 


Senator Shipstead 
quoted 
Walter 


Mines Page, former ambassador to Great 
Britain, as authority for the statement 
that when this country went into the 
world war the British government owed 
Morgan '& Co., $400,000,000 and did not 
have the. money to make payment. 
Page's papers show, said Shipstead, that 
"a few days after^war was declared Mor- 
gan & Co. were reimbursed out of the 
United States Treasury. 


If France is unable to pay its debt to 


Morgan & Co., Senator Shipstead stated, 
the international bankers will see to it 
that the money is recovered from our 
own government, even if it is necessary 
to declare war to do so. 


"The $100,000,000 loaned by Morgan 


to the French imperial government of 
Poincare will be used to drag us into 
another war to save the world for de- 
mocracy and for Poincare," Shipstead 
declared. "The money of the American 
people is again threatening the peace of 
the world. While the international bank- 
ers are doing this we are sitting here in 
the Senate dickering like pawnbrokers 
over a miserable little $50,000,000 to loan 
to the impoverished agriculturalists of 
the northwest." 


Plenty For France; Nothing 


For Farmers 


T 


HE loaning of $100,000,000 to France 
by J. P. Morgan at this time is a 


policy which should be severely criti- 
cised by Congress and condemned by all 
real American bankers. 


France, with the worst military Gov- 


ernment in Europe today, keeping all of 
Central Europe in an armed camp, is the 
last country on the continent which 
should receive financial aid. 


The money which is being loaned to 


7-'rance, probably for additional military 
purposes, could have been used to ad- 
vantage by American farmers who at 
the present time are in financial dis- 
tress. 
The policy which Morgan has 


pursued should have a tendency to make 
all rural bankers in the United States 
withdraw their surplus funds from any 
of the city banks which participated in 
this disgraceful loan.

REPLIES TO MR. MONUM 


[To The Editor]—With reference to the com- 


munication of John Monum of Mount Horeb, 
permit me to say that I began to take a hand 
in marketing butter and eggs from the farm 
in southern Wisconsin more than forty years 
ago when I was just big enough to carry a two 
pound jar of butter or a dozen eggs from my 
father's buggy to the customer waiting in the 
doorway. 


I have been in the game ever since and for 


the past five years the most of my time has 
been devoted to making a success of a purely 
farmers' cooperative association. I am inter- 
ested in the price the farmer receives for his 
products as only a farm owner on be. When I 
write upon the subject of marketing or co- 
operation, it is not to criticise nor discourage, 
but to point out obstacles over which many 
cooperative enterprises have stumbled. 


But a few months ago I told the leading 


banker in a city not fifty miles from "Mount 
Horeb that his community needed a good farm- 
ers' cooperative creamery. He replied. "I am not 
so sure of that. The farmers of this country 
have lost more money throogh the cooperatives 
which have failed than they have scved by the 
ones which have made good. But few conserva- 
tive bankers are willing to back a farmers' co- 
operative enterprise financially." If Mr. Monum 
wants to 
make profit by handling eggs let 


him see how much backing- he can get from the 
financial institutions of Dane county based upon 
his assertion that there was a "spread" of 20 
cents 
per dozen between Mount Horet 
and 


Madison. 


The price paid farmers for eggs in practi- 


cally all country towns in Wisconsin on Feb. 27, 
1924, 
was 22 cents per dozen, the price to con- 


sumer in those same cities was 25 cents. Car 
lots of selected eggs were worth in Chicago, 
26 cents. I will warrant that Mr. Monum could 
have purchased eggs in Madison on the date 
mentioned at the latter figur". It is against 
this practice of taking extreme figures and of 
using them in arguments to which I object.—A 
P. Jones, Black River Falls.
